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» German Attempt npt Cannot Win ; 
Allies Must Deal Blow For Blow 


NEW YORK, Mar, 24.—There is nothing in current news from overseas to warrant any 
disquietude on the part of the American ‘public or any of the nations allied against Germany, 
in the opinion of Captain Andre Tardieu, French high commissioner to the United States. In a 
statement issued here today, how ever, he counselled the hastening of preparations in this country 
to deal the enemy ‘‘blow for blow.’ 

“The German attack,’’ said Captain Tardieu, ‘‘seems to have exceeded by violence, by 
the number of guns as well as by the number of men, all previous attacks, but I insist that this 
attack is exactly similar to all those which have already been repulsed. The two last days seem 
to me to be absolutely similar to the two first days of battle at Verdun in February, 1916. The 
British retirement near St. Quentin relatively is not more important than the French retirement 
was at the beginning of the Verdun engagemeut. 

“Ten days later at Verdun we had ceased to retire and the result was of negligible value 
to Germany. We have every right to think that the outcome will be the same this time. Our 
gallant and brave comrades of the British army will be able to do now what we have done in 
Verdun, and, side by side with the British, the French army is ready to render the enemy blow 


for blow.’’ |

This 
building was deemed quite suitable 
and in a satisfactory location, It has | 
a capacity for 74 beds, which is slight- | 
ly more than it is expected to need | 
for the people of the proposed rural) 
hospital district, but by all who saw 
the building it was considered a splen- 
did investment and from the report re- 
celved from the doctors and others 
who had examined the building to de- 
cide what alterations were necessary 
and including the cost of operating 
room and X-ray equipment the out- 
lay required was quite reasonable and 
possibly quite within the means of the 
rural ratepayers, 
Better for Maternity Cases 

During the discussion by the rural 
delegates, councillors and ratepayers 
there was an expression of desire to 
establish a hospital for rural patients 
coming from these five rural munici- 
pal units and thus relieve the city tax- 
payers from the caring for these pa- 
tients, especially when it now means 
that taxpayers of the city can not 
now be accommodated in the city hos- 
pitals, which are so overcrowded by 
rural patients. Practically all agreed 
with the chairman, Harry Bell, when 
he urged for the establishment of the | 
rural hospital in order to give better | 
care to the maternity patients of the | 
rural districts, Other speakers urged | 
for free treatment for the mothers 
and the children while the men could 
be asked to pay for their hospital 
treatment. Yet there were other dele- 
gates who were quite outspoken that 
if possible the hospital could and 
should be established by and for the 
rural community as a health insurance 
scheme for the people of the rural 
setUlements, One councillor declared 
that the people of his district were 
quite ready to pay the tax needed to | 
accomplish this. The suggestion was 
also thrown out of the establishment 
of an ambulance for the hospital go 
that the patients could be brought to 
the hospital in comfort. It was not 
deemed necessary to have a resident 
physician in connection with the hos- 
pital at the start. In any case the pa- 
tients were expected to pay for their 
own doctor and medicine, 

The following were appointed as a 
committee to continue the investiga- 
tion and to call further general meet- 
ings of the councillors of the five rural 
municipal units and interested rate- 
payers: 

Harry Bell, Namao, chairman; J. G. 
Schumm, Spruce rove; P. Hecko, 
Clover Bar; E, E. Wilson, Strathcona; 
and the chairman of the St. Albert 
rural municipal unit, This committee | 
are to keep the question open and | 
they were further instructed to take | 
the matter up with the provincial gov- 
ernment to secure any amendments, if 
necessary, to the hospital act. 


Suggestions Welcomed 

The committee will further analyze | 
the estimates for both buying the! 
Building, equipping and furnishing it} 
asa hospital and the cost of operation, | 
They will also calculate the assess- | 
ment available from each municipal 
unit and see whether or not it will be | 
able to make both ends meet. When 
they get the proposition worked out | 
into full details they will submit the 
proposition to each of the municipal 
councils and steps will be then taken 
along the Ines laid down in the rural 
municipal hospital act. In the mean- 
time the committee, through their | 
chairman, Mr, Harry Bell, of Namao, | 
or any member of the committee, will 
welcome any suggestions or offers of 
any ‘better proposition from any one, 
Expression of opinion from any rate- 
nayers of the municipal units included 
in the scheme will also be welcomed 
as a guide to what is the wishes of 
the ratepayers, 

Ata previous meeting the discussion 
frequently turned on the extra cost | 
of an operating room and X-ray equip- 
ment for a separate rural hospital 
and how by uniting with one of the | 
existing hospitals this amount would 
be saved. However, the opinion of the 
X-ray oxpert and other surgeons as

EMPHASIZES THE 
EDUCATIONAL NEED!

More Consideration and Pay for, 
Rural Teachers Urged at 
Soldier Meeting 


Prof. W. H. AléXander was the| 
speaker at the Sunday afternoon 


meeting in the Great War Veterans’ 
nussociation yesterday and gave an 
address which was full of helpful in- 
spiration. His subject dealt largely 
with the question of education, which | 
lie said he had been identified with | 
for twenty years. In the first place 
he pled for greater consideration and 
better remuneration for the country 
teacher and impressed upon his 
hearers the necessity for housing the} 
educational institutions in buildings 
which will be a credit to the prosper- 
ity and progressiveness of the people | 
of Alberta, In this connection he 
paid a tribute to the wisdom of the 
'dmonton public scholo board in 
erecting buildings of an attractive 
character. Quite as important in the 
scheme of efficient education was the 
nature of the subjects taught and on 
this point the speaker expressed it as | 
his belief that while the subjects com- | 
monly known as “practical,’’ while 
important and necessary, were not ail- 
important, In addition to instruction 
in manual training it was necessary 
to teach the youth of the country 
the great facts of history. Unless edu- 
cation was broad enough to embrace 
this we will be developing a Prussian 
civilization and {it will be useless to 
win the war if in winning it the Brit- 
ish people adopt the Prussian attri- 
butes of “Kultur,” 

Speaking on the religious feature 
of education Prof, Alexander asked 
the returned soldiers to become in- 
terested in the church and, if the 
churches were not being conducted 
as they thought thye should be, im- 
prove them by their helpful sugges- 
tions from within their ranks rather 
than stay out altogesher. In this 
matter he was speaking of the church 
in the broad sense and not in respect 
to any particular denomination,

MRS. M’CLUNG 
DEALS WITH 
IDEAL CHURCH 


War Has Brought Thoughts Down 
to Serious Things—Co- 
operation Needed 


Yesterday at 11 o'clock, before an 
audfence that taxed the capacity of 
the First Unitarian church ta its ut- 
most limit, Mrs. Nellie McClung deliv- 
ered an inspiring address on “The 
Ideal Church.”

Addressing 
herself to the main theme, she dwelt) 
upon the action of the war in bring- 
ing our thoughts down to serious 
things, This seriousness in religious 
things was driving people back to con> 
sider fundamentals, and they found 
these embodied in the reply of Christ 
to the young man who sought too! 
know the terms of winning eternal 
life. The reply was: “The whole heart- | 
ed service of God and like devotion | 
to the service of humanity.” It was in 
the latter direction that the church | 
must especially extend its activities. | 
There was no reason why it should 
not Include in its program discourses 
on food production, public health, and 
the many forms of social service. | 

Mrs. McClung spoke feelingly on 
the great necessity and opportunity 
for co-operation among the churches. 
They need not sacrifice essentials 
within themselves, but must learn to 
work with others holding different 
viewpoints in the creat field of relig- 
fon. Mrs. McClung illustrated this 
point in a telling manner by referring 
to the prairie trail which breaks up

Used Foul Tactics 


The work of the officials did not 
please the fans or Manager Quarrie 
and Ted Irvine, the Western referee 
came in for a lot of abuse.

A SIGNIFICANT PARAGRAPH

GERMAN ATTACK 
ON FRENCH LINE 
lo DIOPERSED 


Attempt on French Front in the 
Woevre is Broken 


Up 
Paris, Mar, 23.—The Germans 
launched an attach on the French 


lines in tie Woevre district, last night 
which was dispersed by the French 
fire. The Germans suffered appreci- 
able losses and left some prisoners 
in the hands of the French. 

The communication follows: 

“An intermittent bombardment of 
considerable violence was carried out 
against our front lines and positions 
in the area north of the Chymin-les- 
Dames in the region of Rheims ani 
in Lorraine. 

“An enemy raid east of Lolvre was 
without success, There were patzol 
encounters north of Hill 344 (Verdun 
front). 

“In the Woevre, tn the region 
Blemeray, the Germans made an at- 
tack which was dispersed by the 
French fire. They suffered consider- 
able losses and left prisoners in our 
hands, 

“Plsewhere there is nothing to re- 


port.” 
On Italian Front. 

Rome, Mar. 23.—Numevous patrol 
encounters have occurred along the 
Italian front, the war office annourced 
today, and there has been some in- 
crease in artillery fire on the moun- 
tain line.

“A curious fact reported by our alr- 
men was that the Germans composing 
the special assault divisions wore new 
uniforms,

work despite adverse winds. One of; 
our men in the early morning, recon- 
naissance spotted several thousand 
Germans moving westward south of 
Bullecourt, and another reported three
